Bill Linden has asked what happened to my prediction of several 
months ago that Pnom Penh would fall before the end of the year, result- 
ing in stepped~up American- bombings in Cambodia* Well, the United : States 
has not waited for the fall of Pnonj Penh to increase bombings. As I 
write, the level cf bombings has increased not only in Cambodia but also 
in Laos and Vietnam. That includes "both" Vietnams, out of deference to 
the quaint Pentagon superstition that two countries bear that name.

Earlier raiders had 
had thoir martial ardor reduced by tho priestesses' highly unorthodox moans of defending

Conservative insisto&cc that the maintenance of the stability of existing society is 
absolutely more important" than any other consideration has led conservatives into some in- 
teresting directions - which, to give thorn credit, has not caused thorn to flinch. Recent- 
ly in National Review o ne of their theorists - Richard Woavor, I believe - defended tho 
execution of Socrates on tho grounds that a society has tho right to' protect itsolf against 
subvorsion. 

In a statement quoted in GRAUSTARK #228, p. 8, William F. Buckley has invented "pow- 
ors anterior to. .» tho Constitution" which may bo invoked at tho whim of tho government. 
But it has remained for Ernest van don. Haag, who has previously defended school sogroga- 
tion in National Rovlow ' s pages, to carry this argumont so far as to defend an act which 
for two nillonia has boon rogardod as tho quintessence of a miscarriago of justice. In 
tho Now York Times of 21 January 1971 ho writos: 

"Pontius Pilatus, thon, was in duty -bound to sontonco to doath one ho thought 

innocont if, on reasonable evidence, ho thought that the maintenance of law 

and order roquirod no loss.. .The ship of stato sails on, its ropos and pul- 
, leys groaning, but its crew safo. Justico to tho individual gave way to 

law and order, tho paramount need of society, which governments exist to 

satisfy." 

This makes tho consorvativo position crystal clear. It means that any government, ' any- 
whoro y at any time, has tho right to do. anything whatsoever, as long as it romombors to 
invoke tho justification of "law and ordor". It is uncloar whether Buckloy and van don 
Haag intond this to extend also to Communist governments, but thoy probably do. In a col- 
umn on air hi-jacking Buckloy has condemned it even when tho hi-jackor la trying to got 
out of a Communist country* And certainly the USSR is in accordance with much consorva- 
tivo thought whon it. approves tho doath penalty for such acts - though tho 10,000 Now 
Yorkors who demonstrated in favor , of air hi- jacking a month ago may diffor with Buckloy on 
this matter. 

In tho faco of such statements as Buckley's and van den Haag's, %h.o alleged consorva- 
tivo lovo for individual freedom ("Power to the Individual") is a hollow mockery. A con- 
sorvativo, it now appears, is a man whoso tonguo has a magnetic affinity for roctums.
